NEAR-PANIC PRECIPITATED ON 


NEW YORK EXCHANGE. 


Gloomy Views Expressed bj R»H- 


road Officials Produce Hyst«rU 


„ Among Speculators.

NEW 
YORK, June I—Price* of 


stocks broke again today with » vio- 
lence almost unexampled outside of 
time* of absolute panic. 
This was 


after a show o£ resistance to the 
forces of depression in the early hour* 
when th« heaviest selling that ap- 
paared seemed to be easily absorbed 
and prices, rebounded repeatedly from 
declines. The action of the tnarket at 
»hat time gave-rise to an impression 
that tn% worst of the shock had dissi- 
pated and that conditions were ripe for 
recovery." "Uncovered shorts were made 
nervous by this action of the market 
and helped the upward tendency by 
buying; to cover. 


Explanations offered for the recovery 


showed plainly how attendance 
re- 


mained centered on the dominant topic 
of the government's policy toward rail- 
road rate Increases. There was cir- 
culated an expression of confident 
from an anonymous legal authority 
that the injunction against the west- 
ern trunk line advances would be 
promptly dissolved. -Another rumor 
alleged that Pieiident Taft contem- 
plated a statement in one of his west- 
ern »ix«ches calculated to allay appro- 
hension. 


On the Other hand, there was no 


lack of authority for expressions of 
the gloomiest views by prominent rail- 
road officials of disastrous conse- 
quences they saw threatening from the 
suspension of the intended rate ad- 
vances by the railroads. 


President Brown, of the New Tork 


Central, was quoted as saying that 
"the credit of the railroads has been 
almost totally destroyed by this ac- 
tion (the rate injunction) and It will 
be almost impossible, in my opinion, 
for any railroad to secure a loan here 
or abroad." 
President Brown was 


quoted further as isaylng that 110,- 
000,000 Of New Tork Central bonds had 
been sold in France at 884 cents on 
the dollar. 


The use made by the Brown inter- 


view was 
effective in precipitating 


liquidation, and in breaking prices to 
the lowest level of the year. There 
sprang up a series of rumors dealing 
with probable further steps to be taken 
by the government in the prosecution 
of the railroads, having to do with the 
alleged intention to break up the va- 
rious traffic associations, to 
enjoin 


other proposed rate increases, and to 
proceed for contempt against such 
railroads as were enjoined under old 
lawsuits against the 
Transmissouri 


Freight association and the Joint 
Traffic association. 


Use was made also of fragmentary 


extracts from President Taft's speech 
at Ada, Ohio, especially the passage: 


"It Is reasonable to suppose that at 


some time within the 
next decade 


there will be some reaction or potne 
financial stringency, or perhaps a fi- 
nancial panic," 


Also the following: 
"I think the issue of most impor- 


tance will be the q-uestion of preserva- 
tion of private property, or its destruc- 
tion and the substitution of a certain 
kind of co-operative Joint enjoyment of 
everything, which Is the ideal of 
socialism." 


These words of the chief executive 


were reported on the news tickers, 
almost without context and,In sensa- 
tional Bugsestlveness of extra spacing 
between the lines. 


The mood of speculation became 


fairly hysterical at times and last 
prices were not far from the lowest 
Union Pacific was down 53-4 on the 
day and Reading, New Tork Central, 
the other Pacifies, United States Steel, 
Amalgamated Copper and the railroad 
equipments stocks in the neighborhood 
of four points.
